ly, according- to E. G. Middleton. 
Lake of the Woods county attorney 
at JBaudette. Reamer had denied ever 
having seen Mrs. Wheeler in the 
north country and had said that he 
did not 
deliver any 
mail 
to 
the 


Wheeler cabin oh the day of the mur- 
der.Reamer, according 
to police. • is 


unable to account for an hour and 
a half o£ the afternoon of the mur- 
der from about 1 o'clock, when he 
says he left the Wheeler cabin after 
delivering the mail, until 4 o'clock 
when he says he returned. 
Reamer admits, accirding to Chief 


Brunskill, trat he worked in the 
Kansas harvest fields last summer, 
near the large farm owned by Mrs.

Jandro's birth place 
was London.

Like a 
lot of similar wartime decorations. It 
found its wav into a pawnshop- 
Jandro was an aviator durinjr the 


war. 
One night a German dirigible 


bombed London and Jandro. with 
three other'men In a giant plane went 
aloft to give them battle. The plane 
was shot down and al Hhree of Jan- 
dro's companions daehed to instant 
death.
